I ITHER a ſenſe of theſe words, different from 
{ the commonly recieved one, muſt be eſtabliſhed, 

or, it muſt be confeſſed, they are likely to furniſh 
. but ſlender matter, of either uſe, or inſtruCtion, 
for the preſent occaſion. Either indeed there muſt; be 
ſome very different meaning of them; from the common 
ly recieyed one, or, I fear, but little uſe, or inſtruction at 
all, conſiſtent with the moral perfections of God, or the 
moral agency of man, is to be inferred from them. Perhaps 
one of the moſt ſubſtantial ſervices, that we can do to religion, 
on this or any other occaſton, either for the improvement, or 
| the converſion of the world, is to throw, what light we can 


of . 


upon texts of {cripture dark or difficult. 


IN the number of theſe, the words before us have ever ap- 
peared to me to be included. To fay, as it has been ſaid, 
that there can preſent it ſelf a poſſible caſe, whererepentance is 
preferable to innocence, is it not crude, and indefenſible? To ſup- 
poſe, that there can be more joy in heaven, if by that be meant more 
joy, more exultation, in the preſence of God, over one Jager | 
that repenteth, than over ninety and nine uſt perſons ; ſo juſt, 
as to zeed no repentance, is it not harſh, and diſcouraging? To 
account for all this exceſs of joy, from any imputed, or ſupe- 
rior merit, in the penitent, is it not too refined, and indeed but 
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but the fitſt acceſſion to chriſtian dux. 


ill concluded, even from the very parable, where it is not ſo much 


as inſinuated, that any preference was given to the loſt ſheep, 
above any or all of the reſt? The compariſon is inſtituted upon 
a quite different footing. All that is ſaid is, that there was 


more joy over that, which was found, than over thoſe. that 
remained, 5 15 5 


THAx the uniform tenor, of a virtuous life, ſhould lead 


a man to heaven, is reaſonable to hope and to believe; and that 
the amendment, of a bad one, will bring him likewiſe thither, 
3s the gracious provifion of the goſpel. The good man feels

no regret, at ſuch a proviſion made for repentance. The pe- 
nitent finds the ſource of all his hope, and comfort in it. But 
if it once be ſaid, that repentance, in any poſſible caſe, is 


referable to innocence; that a life of undeviating ſobriety, 


righteouſneſs and godlineſs, the moſt perfect life on this fide 
heaven, muſt yield at laſt to a life, reclamed from vice, be it 


ever fo ſincere ; will not this be apt to excite reffections, in the 


good man's breaſt, not the moſt reverent of his maker's juſtice ? 


Is there not then fome miſtake, in the common acceptation 
of theſe words? ſome univerſal prejudice, that has operated 
through every expoſition of them? Perhaps it is, that we have 
employed our whole attention upon that notion, of penitentia} 


diſcipline; upon that goſpel duty of compunction, and contrition 


of heart, for ſin, which the word, in many other texts of ſerip-

ture, occaſionaliy imports-. But here, F concieve, it is the 


primary, the more preciſe notion, of repenzdjice; dhe univerſal 
change of mind and manners; that was to make wiy for the re- 
ception of the goſpel; the converfion of the world to chriſtianity, 


that is ſuggeſted ; not the diſcipline of contrition ſo much, as the

reaſonableneſs and expediency of proſelytiſm; not'the return, 
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Tra this is no new, or refined conſtruction, put upon the 
word, is plain from the very firſt uſage, -and application of it. 
The baptiſm of John, previous to our Lord's coming, St. Paul 


expounds to the diſciples, by acquainting them, that 70 


verily baptized with the baptiſm of repentance, teaching the 


people, that they ſhould believe on him, who ſhould come after 


him, i. e. on Chriſt Jeſus. Faith in him, as the promiſed Saviour 
of the world, was the great change, that was to be wrought, 
the grand revolution to be brought about, through the whole 
world. The Jew was to conform, not indeed to a new, but 


to a new-modelled, and a more inlarged plan of religion. The 


Gentile, to undergo a ſtill more thorough change, both in 
practice and principle, to turn from his idols, to ſerve the li- 


ving and true God. This was the repentance, to which the 


whole heathen world was called, at Chriſt's coming, this the 
commiſſion given to his diſciples, the great aint and buſineſs of 

the firſt preachers of the goſpel, 1 open the Gentilès eyes, and 
to turn them from darkneſs to light, and from the power of Satan 
unto God, that they might recieve forgiveneſs of fins, and an 


inheritance among them that were ſan#:fied. 


 Tm1s was that miniftry, that word, of reconciliation, of 
acceptance, of repentance, which was preached through the 
whole world, The little child, who was ſucking at the breaſt ; the 
pablican, at the reciept of cuſtom ; the ſervant, in the very low- | 
eſt rank of dependency ; the. poorctt and the moſt profligate 


wretches alive, were called to it. Families and houſes came in, 


one and all, to this kingdom of Chriſt's, upon profeſſion of faith 


in him. Where his diſciples doubted about the admiſſion of 
little children to him, he reſolves their doubts, and bids them, 


Suffer the little children d come unto me, and forbid them not, for of 
fuch is the kingdom of God. Their repentance, their converſion 


was practicable, and welcom too, for the for of man 4a, come 10 
fave that which was loft, "4 
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I is of conſequence, in the reſolution of this parable, to ob- 
ſerve, that in this notion of repentance, the Jew was not concerned. 
There was this material advantage on his fide, that to him 
had been committed the oracles of God. He was born under 
the covenant of grace, and under the promiſe of the Meſſiah. 
He was of the ſeed of Abraham, to whom the promiſe was 
given; was a natural, free-born ſubject of the kingdom of 
Chriſt, and needed not therefore, what the Gentile needed, that 
repentance, which conſiſted in converſion, as preliminary to his 


admiſſion. The Gentile world was concluded all under ſin. 
The diſtinction, which then prevaled, was Jew and Gentile, 
or rather Sinners and Jews, for all were ſinners, that were not 


jews. All elſe were upon the footing of aliens, and ſtrangers to the 
covenant, and foreigners to the kingdom of God. 3 


bad as the 
Jew was, he was ſtill a Jew ; an original inmate of this kingdom; 
in both the language, and notion of the law, a juſt perſon. What- 


ever other change he ſtood in need of, of this he flood in none. 
But the poor ſinner, the Gentile, hitherto without a God in the 


world, without almoſt a ſingle trace of true religion left, muſt 


| firſt transform himſelf into a new creature, and abandon abſo- 
lately his old ſuperſtition, before. he could be intitled to the 


privileges of a kingdom, under. which he had no ſuch claim, 


nor to which he had yet acceded. 


'W1TH this clue in hand, let us now go to the parable, and 
the occaſion, that introduced it ——The. Scribes and Phariſees, 
obſerving our Lord in company with ſome of his heathen con- 


verts, reproached him inſtantly for his converfing, ſo unreſer- 
vedly, with publicans and finners ; with men, out of the pale of 
their church, and in mean employments. Upon this, by way of 
anſwer to ſo ungenerous a reproach, he expoſtulates with them 
the caſe, in that parable of the loſt ſheep ; intimating plainly, 
that low and bad, as theſe heathens were, he had the ſame intereſt, 
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the ſame joy, in reclaming them, as the good ſhepherd ; and that 
they were as capable, and worthy of being reclamed, as the loſt 
| ſheep; that contemptibly, as they looked upon the poor hea- 


then, it was matter both of great importance, and of great joy 
to him, to fave him. The compariſon, we ſee, turns not, by 
any means, upon the moral character of the publicans and ſin- 
ners, but upon their national character, as oppoſed to Scribes 


and Phariſees. _ Iv 


IT was matter of great acquiſition, of great increaſe to the 


kingdom of heaven, to gain over the heathen world to chriſtia- 


nity, at whatever diſtance the haughty jew would have kept 
it. It was, in truth, this grand comprehenſive ſcheme of 
chriſtianity, that gave him ſo great offenſe, who had plumed 
himſelf all along, fo highly, upon his ſole privilege in the 
kingdom of heaven, and regarded all the reft of mankind with 


a ſovereign contempt. The jewiſh, and the jewiſh only, was 


the true church, in his creed, out of which no man could 
be accepted of God, and he coneieved that ſalvation beneath 
his regard, which was to be ſhared in common with ſuch pro- 
fane wretches, as publicans and ſinners. If the kingdom of 
heaven were to be thrown open to ſuch. as theſe, it was no 
longer a kingdom for his allegiance. WAS 77 


AnD this kingdom of heaven it is, this viſible fellowſhip; 
and communion, of all who believe in Chriſt, that is the ſeat 


of all that joy, mentioned in the text. There is more joy in 


heaven. Not in heaven, as oppoſed to earth; not in heaven, 


as the reſidence of God, and of the ſpirits of juſt men made 


perfect; but in that kingdom of heaven; that kingdom of 
Chriſt; that kingdom of righteouſneſs, here on earth, which 


it was the buſineſs, of the jewiſh conſtitution, to make way 
| for, and which it 18 the ſupreme glory and intereſt, of. every 


one, to become a ſubject of. This kingdom, chis heaven, it is; 
_ that. 
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that is compared to a flock, or a fold, of ſheep, in many pla- 
ces of (ſcripture, as well as in the parable under conſideration ; 1 
to a wedding- feaſt, where the halt, the maimed, and the blind, 1 
from the ſtreets and highways, from the lanes and hedges, were 
called in; and to a net, which took in both good and bad. 


J Is fact, good and bad, jew and gentile, the righteous man 1 
iT | and the ſinner, the penitent, and he who needed not repentance, 4 
Y were one and all to become members of it. Thoſe very har- 
I lots and publicans, whom the diſciples of Chriſt excepted to, 
F | he tells them elſewhere, go into the kingdom of God more rea- 
73 dily than they, Without theſe, without the acceflion of the 
3% meaneſt and worſt of men, it was not, what he came to make 
= it, the one fold under one ſhepherd ; ſo long as a ſingle ſin- 
"nt ner remained unconverted, or one of theſe little ones, whom 
= ---- they accounted ſo lightly of, was lacking, he had not executed 
1 the buſineſs of his miniſtry. He then procedes to the parable, 
= in condeſcenſion to their apprehenſions, and in conformity to 
the idea, fo oft inculcated, of the good ſhepherd. What man 
of you, having an hundred ſheep, if be loſe one of them, does not 
leave the ' ninety and nine in the wilderneſs, and go after that 
which ts. loſt, until he find it? And when he cometh bome, he 
calleth together his friends and bis neighbours, ſaying, rejoice 
with me, for 1 have found the ſheep that was loſt. Or as St. 
Matthew reports it, be rejoicetb more over that ſheep, than over 
the ninety and nine that went not aſiray. .

WHAT now is the obvious conſtruction of the parable ? 
Whence proceded all this exceſs of joy, upon the recovery of 
the loſt ſheep ? Not, becauſe it was better than the reſt; for it 
does not appear, that the ſhepherd would have parted with 
one of the ninety-nine, in exchange for it. Not, becauſe it re- 
turned, of its own accord, to the fold; for it had no ſuch me- 
tit; the ſhepherd had been at great pains to retrieve it; but be- 
| | cauſe 
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cauſe he had retrieved it; becauſe it completed his original fold; 


becauſe with it, he had his round hundred, and without it, but 


ninety and nine ; and of courle felt an exceſs of joy, in propor- 
tion to the acceſſion to his number. Juſt ſo ſtands the parable. 


of the loſt piece of ſilver. It rounded the poor widow's original 


ſum. Juſt ſo ſtands the parable of the prodigal fon. His return 


to duty completed once more his father*s family ; and the joy 


therefore exceded; The gentile is repreſented under his cha- 


racter; a debauched profligate race, returned to a ſenſe of duty. 
The jew, under that of the elder ſon, in eee, of the inheri- 


tance, and in all the pride of unſinning obedience. 


Ar. then, I ay, that is requiſite to make good the conclu- 
ſion of this parable, is, that there be more joy over an hundred, 
than over ninety and nine. It is all, that the parable either 


argues, or concludes, No merit, or demerit, on one ſide or 
other, comes into the queſtion. No compariſon is ſo much as 


inſinuated, between the reſpective qualities of that which was 


loſt, and thoſe that remained. The number, ſuppoſed in the 


terms of the parable, was deficient, and when that was com- 


pleted again, the joy became greater. Had our Lord conclu- 


ded from it, Likewiſe there is more joy, in heaven, over one ſin- 


gle deſerter returned to duty, than over ninety and nine, of an 


hundred, that had perſevered in it, this had been the obvious 


conſtruction. We had had no recourſe either to hyperbolical 


figures of ſpeech, or to palliative expedients, to come at it. * 


SHOULD this then prove the true one, the inference, drawn b 


our Lord in the words of the text, will ſtand thus.

all the other eleven. And why ? becauſe with it, the kingdom was intire; without 
it, it was diſmembered and imperfect. |

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on account of a ſingle heathen convert, than over ninety and nine juſt 


perſons, on account of * ſo many Jews, that need no repentance; 
who, in point of pretenſion to the kingdom of heaven, need no 


_ converſion ; in point of conciet, of their ſuperior rightcouſneſs, 
want no reformation. The acceſſion of the heathen world, to 


Chriſt's kingdom, was matter of more joy, more victory and tri- 
umph, becauſe of more conſequence to the cauſe of Chriſt, than 


the perſeverance of the whole jewiſh nation. The heathen was 
the one, that was lacking, of the hundred, and till he came in, 
_ Chriſt's fold was not intire. Other ſheep, as he elſewhere ex- 


preſſes it, I have, which are not of this fold; them alſo 1 
muſt bring in, and there ſhall be one fold, and one ſhepherd. 
The whole world, in ſhort, was invited to accede to Chriſt's 


kingdom. No more invidious diſtinctions, to be heard of, of 


Jew and gentile, ſinners and juſt men, but all were to be in- 
corporated. into one body ; one church ; one faith, and one 
baptiſm, under one common head and maſter... 


MATTER ſurely this, of joy inconcievable ! the very joy; 


that our Lord expreſſed, in that laſt prayer of his, before his 
crucifixion | Father, the hour is come. Glorify thy ſon. I have 


glorified thee on earth. I have finiſhed the work thau gaveſt 


me to do. I have manifeſted thy name to the men, that thou ga- 
ve/t me, that they may be one, even as we are. Whilſt I was 
with them in the world, I kept them in thy name, and not one of 
them is loſt, but that ſon of perdition. Was not this the joy, 
that they, to whom he committed the great work of conver- 
ſion, after his death, thirſted after? They beſeech; they in- 


treat; they pray, that this their joy might be full. St. Paul, 


ever intent upon the ſucceſs of his miniſtry to the glory of God,

AND ſhould this prove at laſt the true key to all the difficul- 
ty, that preſents its-ſelf in the words of the text, it bids fair to 
explane a parallel paſſage in St. Mark, where again we find 
our Lord reproached, by the Scribes and Phariſees, for being 
found at dinner, in the houſe of Levi, with other publicans and 
| ſinners. His anſwer to them is exactly the ſame, as that which 
is, but more diffuſely, delivered in the parable of the loſt ſheep. 
They that be whole, ſays he, need not a phyſician, but they that 
are ſick. I came not to call the righteous, but ſinners, to repent- 
ance, That part of my miniſtry, which I am now executing, 
is not to call you, that are already within the covenant, but the 
ſtranger ; the poor publican and ſinner, to converſion, and ſal- 
vation, * : LIE. 


IM ARE now done with adjuſting the ſenſe of the text; and 
the one great truth, which remains to be concluded from it, is 
this; that the accompliſhment of all this joy in heaven, the per- 

fecting of this kingdom of righteouſneſs, is the concern and bu- 
ſineſs of every ſincere chriſtian. Infinitely various indeed are the 
means, of contributing to this great end; juſt as various, as the ca- 
pacities, ſituations, and opportunities of men. Infinite are the 
objects of attention; juſt as numerous, as the circumſtances, exi- 
gencies, and neceſſities of mankind, To reclame the wicked,

bt So ſolicitous, we ſee, was the good ſhepherd, for his flock ; 
1 ſo anxious the good father, for his family, that all the filial 
1 piety of a ſon, ever with him, ever exact in his obedience,

for the loſs of one, deficient, as he was, in every point of du- 
| ty. Happy were it for us, if we felt the ſame anxiety, or 
1 expreſſed the ſame joy in reclaming ſinners! We ſhould not then 
uncharitably, as we do, pronounce them abandoned of God, and 
N forſaken. We ſhould not then, as we are apt to do, leave the 
1 moſt profligate of them a ſacrifice to wretchedneſs and deſpair. 
; We ſhould neither triumph in their deſtruction, nor raiſe the 
Eh credit, of our own virtue, upon the ruin of theirs. We ſhould 
{Wt} treat them, as Chriſt treated them, with forbearance and with 
[Sis ' compaſſion ; ſhould ſet the value, that he ſet, upon their im- 
It | mortal ſouls, and far from envying their becoming, one day,

ing great joy, that a door, fo wide and gracious, is opened to them.

| Mu cn the ſame line of conduct preſents its-ſelf, to the ſin- 
| 
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derer from the faith, we ſhould be ſolicitous to tetrieve, in pro- 
portion to the affections, we entertain for the common cauſe; 
zealous to reclame, in proportion to our ſincerity, for bringing, 
in God's due time, all mankind to the knowledge of the truth. 
In the mean time, that coldneſs and indifference in ſome; that 
heat and intemperance in others; perhaps that narrowneſs, and 
tenaciouſneſs, in all the denominations of religion, which ſo un- 


happily divide the chriſtian world, but ill conſiſt with either the 


true policy, or the true ſpirit of chriſtianity; certainly promiſe 


but ill to the inlargement of Chriſt's church, and kingdom. Sure 
I am, whatever the points in diſpute, among chriſtians, are, . 
there is no one truth more certain, and I concieve, there are but 


few truths more important, than this one, that the love of our 


neighbour ;- good will towards all mankind, without exception, 
or diſtinction, is the very ſoul and ſpirit of chriſtianity. 


WIA, but this, added to the church ſo many thouſand 


fouls, in the firſt ages of the goſpel ? It was the ſpirit of love, 


the ſpirit of charity, that breathed in every accent of thoſe hol 


men, who were the firſt preachers of it; that made their lives 
exemplary, and their deaths glorious; that inſpired forgiveneſs 
towards their perſecutors, and prayer for their murtherers. In 
fact, their very lives did more real ſervice to the cauſe of Chriſt, 
and gave more genuin impreſſions of the excellency, and truth of 


chriſtianity, than the almoſt infinite volumes, that have fince 
been written in the defenſe of it. What a fad reflection it is, 
that thoſe genuin impreſſions were fo ſoon effaced from the 
world; that ſuperſtition ſo quickly ſhed its baleful influence upon 


_ chriſtianity, and a kingdom, planned upon the foundations of 
righteouſneſs and peace, ſo ſoon became corrupted into a king- 


dom of ſtrife, and enthuſiaſm ! 


FRoM hence it is, that we muſt date the gradual decline of 
Chriſt's kingdom, and that wretched reverſe of things, in that

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part of the globe, where the goſpel was firſt preached ; inha- 
bited now no more by chriſtians, but ravaged by Mahometans 


and Infidels. Hence we are to date the riſe of thoſe corrupti- 


ons, firſt introduced, and afterwards ſanctified, by the church of 
Rome, in other parts of the chriſtian world, of which it is 
hard to ſay, whether the reclaming them to primitive ſimpli- 
city, or the converting the heathen to chriſtianity, be the more 


difficult talk. Both however are ours. Like the firſt diſciples of 
our Lord, fituate between the jew and the gentile, our labors 
are divided between the corruptions, of a once pure church, and 


the wild extravagances, of-an-undiſciplined ſtate of nature. Like 


them, in one of the moſt poliſhed ages of Greece and Rome, in 


other reſpe&ts, we have-ſtill much of the groſs ignorance, of 


uncultivated genius, as well as all the aukward prejudices, of 
diſtorted education, to encounter, in the work of converſion.: ' 


Sl the converſion of this iſland of ours its ealieſt date. 


Give the true religion, preached in it, all the purity of primi- 


tive chriſtianity, which the warmeſt eſpouſers of its great apo- 
ſtle contend for; if we credit our own annals, that purity ſur- 


vived not, if it reached, the eleventh century. Lazy moncks, 
in their cells and cloiſters; vagrant regulars, in the mountains 


and deſerts; frantic zealots, in their caves and penitenttaries, had 
ſwollen the liſt of its ſaints. Superſtition had been advan- 
cing apace at the heels of enthuſiaſm, and paving the way for 


the papal incroachment, In the twelfth, the pope's ſupremacy 
made its entry in form, and. into his legate's retinue crouded 


all the fraud and foppery, all the corruption and ſuperſtition, 


of genuin popery. From henceforward, our kings were bound 
in chains, and our nobles in links of iron. A miſerably delu- 


ded people was riveted down to the papal chair, and tanght, to 


this hour, to dread every office of humanity, unleſs within their 
own pale, as heretical and damnable; every tender of emanci- 


pation from their ſpiritual tyrants, as unfriendly and inſidious.

and native ignorance. The animal life, ſupported without in- 
duſtry, and the ſpiritual, conducted without inſtruction; pover- 
ty erected into a religious order in their church, and igno- 
rance conſecrated, as the mother of devotion, have long made 
wretchedneſs familiar, and to be illiterate, downright meritorious 
with them. Awed by the thunder of damnation, or ſoothed by 
the inchanting cup of abſolution, they devote their conſcience, 
as they devote their morſel, to the prieſt. Then go they after 
bim ſtraitway, as an ox goeth to the ſlaughter, or as a fool to the 
correction of the ſtocks. Ed 


= ARE they aware of theſe, almoſt inacceſſible, intrenchments 
of popery, who have objected to us the ſlow progreſs, of the 

9 reformed church, in this kingdom? The expoſtulation comes 
from a quarter, much too friendly to us, even to inſinuate a re- 
proach. But are they aware, with how different a race of men 

our fore-fathers had to deal? how different the circumſtances of 

the two kingdoms were, either in the capacity, or the diſpoſi- 

tion, for reforming? how late, in compariſon of theirs, our 
Reformation commenced either its vigor, or its being? There 
the root laid open to the axe, All was eagerneſs, for ſhakin 
4.8 off the papal yoke. Here both the root, and the branches, 


were cheriſhed in full vigor, and every inch of ground around 
them. devoutly maintained. SS 


Ir, at the firſt dawning of the Reformation, the King's Su- 
premacy became the language of the law, the Pope's was ſtill 


the catholic doctrine. If the cogliſh Liturgy was, ſoon after, 
| „ put 
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put into the hands of a few conforming Clergy, the Miſſal, and 


the Roſary, ſtill ingroſſed the public veneration. If the en- 
eliſh Bible made its way at laſt into our churches; like the 
liturgy, it had not only the riveted prejudices of popery, but 


the native jealouſy, of adopting a new, and no very favorite, 
language to encounter. Unhappily for them all, and indeed for 


every project of reformation, the perpetual ſtruggles and con- 
vulfions, of thoſe days, left but little room for atchieving, in re- 
ligious, what went down with ſo much difficulty, in civil mat- 
ters, It was no ſmall acquiſition, that the government was be- 
come proteſtant, though the bulk of the ſubjeEt remained in 
its antient fuperſtition. VGCÜC 


In fact, though, in ſome ſenſe, we may date our Reformation | 


as high almoſt, as our mother-church, yet certain it is, that it 


is not much above a century, ſince this church of ours had ei- 


ther its articles of doctrine, or Its canons of diſcipline. * And 
much no doubt might have been expected, from ſo fair a foun- 
dation laid, had not the confuſions and calamities, of the times, 


defeated the intended ſuperſtructure, and involved our great, 
however unfortunate, Reformer in the public ruins. The lit- 
tle, that had been reared upon his plan, fell afterwards an. 


early ſacrifice to the leveling principles, and univerſal havock 
of the great rebellion ; and that noble ſcheme of reformation, 
which he had fo wiſely concerted, was reſerved, like that of 
our civil liberty, to be executed by the Revolution. Then, and 
not till then, did the Reformation commence its vigor, what- 
ever name it had born, in this kingdom.

8 * y 2 TY 2 FE RR NO ES oat at inde 8 l 9 — 


with the ſhadno of it, and the boughs thereof bad been like the 


goodly cedar trees. But, like that tranſplanted from Egypt, the 


wild boar of the foreſt was ſtill rootinꝝ it up, and the wild beaſts 


of the field devouring it. Naked, and expoſed to popular aver- 


ion, however cheriſhed by legal protection, it had till the in- 


clemencies, of an unfriendly climate, to combat. The country 
was deſolate ; its cities burnt with fire; and the daughter of 
Zion left, as a cottage in a vineyard, as a lodge in a garden of 


cucumbers. To inlarge her borders, there was no levelin 


Inſtantly antient boundaries; no reconciling, either to good po- 


licy or chriſtian charity, the extirpation of a brave, however 
deluded people. Could the ſtill voice of reaſon once be heard, 
and the mild ſpicit of government have its free courſe, in aba- 
ting their prejudices, that was an experiment, worth waiting 


the ſucceſs of; and, to do them juſtice, as ſubjects, no great han- 


dle has been given, of late years, for putting them under' far- 


ther difficulties. 


Bu r what, in the mean time, hath been the condition of 


the reformed religion amongſt us, divided unhappily, and wea- 
kened of courſe by its diviſions ? What incouragement had it to 
hold forth to converts, which had ſo little ſhelter for its- ſelf; 
churches ſo few, and thoſe few ſo wretched, for its worſhip ; 


pariſhes, trom their vaſt extent, ſo KUN g of regular attend- 


ance; aclergy, in point of number, utterly diſproportioned to the 


ſervice of the churches*; in point of revenue, much too unequaly 


circumſtanced, and in point of refidence, ſtill worſe accommo- 


dated? To theſe it was, that the firſt attention was paid, as the 
_ deadlieſt blow, that could be given to popery, at the time that 
the Reformation was the moſt ſeriouſly labored; and it needs 
not the ſpirit of prophecy, to ſay, that till inconveniences, ſuch as 


theſe,

theſe, ſhall be adjuſted, and places of public worſhip, more 
frequent, and more decent, provided, the proteſtant church, 


whatever ground it may be inſenſibly gaining, can be in no very 
floriſhing circumſtan ces. . 


_ AND yet, notwithſtanding all this, we may ſay, that wit 


the aid of civil policy, in liquidating. a very dangerous property, 
and diſarming it of its influence, much hath been done towards 


veſting the country at leaſt in proteſtant hands; and whatever the 


ſtate, of popiſh ſuperſtition, upon the compariſon, may be, the 


ſtate, of popiſh property, bears not any proportion now to the 


property, of former days T. We may ſay, and we ſay it without 


boaſting our miniſtry, that among thoſe. of higher rank and 


figure, where liberality of ſentiment, and ingenuous inſtruction, 


operate more readily and ſucceſsfuly, the face of things hath 
been greatly altered for the better, within the laſt half century; 


that many rich, many wiſe, and many noble, have been recalled 
into Chriſt's kingdom. Moſt indiſputably, more free and in- 


larged notions, of the fpirit.and genius of chriſtianity; leſs: jea- 


louſy, and more eaſy intercourſe, have taken place of late years, 
in that rank, and brought in converts of the greater conſequence,

This generation opened a fair and a 
goodly one. It had the experience of more than a ſingle age, 


how unpliant and obſtinate the branches were, that had grown 


to maturity, and went to work therefore, like a ſkilful planter, 


not ſo much to prune the luxuriances, as to cheriſh the younger 


ſhoots of the vine, and give them their future direction. It 
ſowed its firſt ſeeds of converſion, where nature opens its firſt 


dawnings of underſtanding, and incouraged the little children to 


come unto Chriſt, as nature's firſt attention, and providence's 


more immediate care. 


SLOTH and beggary, the two conſtitutional evils of that con- 
dition of life, it had had too abundant experience of, not to guard 
againſt them; too ſenſible a demonſtration, how naturaly, and

Kingdom there are great Tracts of Land almoſt entirely inhabited by 

Papiſts, who are kept by their Clergy in great Ignorance of the true Re- 

ligion, and bred up in great Diſaffection to the Government: That the

But as the Divine Providence hath raiſed up many Benefactors for carrying on 


this good Work thus far, the Society would hope that it will not reſt here; but 


that God would put it into the Hearts of many other Charitable Perſons to encou- 
rage theſe Schools, ſince they can no where find fitter Objects. For Charity can 
never be carried higher, than to reſcue the Souls of Thouſands of poor Children 
from the Dangers of Popiſh Superſtition and Idolatry, and their Bodies from the 
Miſeries of Idleneſs and Beggary. This is not retailing Charity to Particulars, but 
diffuſing it over a whole Nation; it is a Charity that will make thoſe who are at 


preſent a Nuſance and a Burden to their Country, to become a Treaſure and a Bleſ- 
ſing to it; that will make honeſt and induſtrious Men, of thoſe who would have 
been bred up in Thievery and Rags; it is a Charity that will multiply obedient and 


peaceable Subjects to the King, and render the Proteſtants of Ireland ſafe in their 
Lives and Poſſeſſions. And it will for ever take away the chief Cauſe of thoſe Diſ- 


quietudes and Apprehenſions, which, upon ſome former Conjunctures, have alarm- 
| ed the Government and People of England, by reaſon of the near Neighbourhood 


of a formidable Body of Papiſts, devoted to the See of Rome, and ready to rebel 


at the Inftigation of their Prieſts, or the ſecret Machinations of a foreign Enemy. 


"Theſe will be ſome of the happy Effects of the Charter-Schools, if they can be 
ſufficiently multiplied and extended. And yet they will be produced by Means that 
cannot be liable to Cenſure or Objection; not by Force of Terror, not by Penal _ 


Laws and Proſecutions, which can only make Hypocrites ; but by the innocent and 


gentle Means of enlightening and inſtructing the ignorant Minds of Children in the 
pure Truths of the Goſpel, and leading them early to that Fountain-Head, which 
the Church of Rome has cruelly ſealed up. Theſe are the only Methods practiſed 
by the Society, as being agreeable to the Nature of Man, and to the Genius of the

And for obviating the great Danger of the Childrens relapſing, the Society are 
very careful to tranſplant them originally to Schools remote from their Popiſh Pa- 
rents and Relations, who would be apt to pervert them. This Expedient, ſo eſ- 
ſential to the obtaining the Ends of the Charter, tho? it may have eſcaped public 


Cognizance, has proved an Article of no ſmall Expence to the Society, and will

Ik, after all, any Man ſhould really doubt whether this Scheme for converting the 
poor Natives of Ireland, be well calculated for that Purpoſe, he may eaſily be ſa- 


tisfied from the Alarm it has given to the Popiſh Prieſts, who have lately denied 


the Communion, and refuſed Abſolution to thoſe Parents who have ſuffered their 
Children to be received into the Charter-Schools, though it be to ſave them ſrom 


periſhing with Hunger and Nakedneſs.

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The Society beg Leave to recommend in the moſt earneſt Manner to Gentlemen 
and Ladies to viſit, as often as they can, the Charter-Schools in their reſpective 
Neighbourhoods, to inſpect the State of the ſaid Schools, of the Furniture, 
Cloathing, and Diet of the Children, and ſee that the Maſters and Miſtreſſes diſ- 
charge their Duties, not only in cloathing and feeding the Children properly, but 
alſo in inuring them to Labour and Induſtry; in inſtructing them in the Principles 
ol true Religion, and in a true Senſe of their great Obligations to be dutiful and 
loyal to the preſent happy Government; and in giving them a juſt Impreſſion of the 
Corruptions, Idolatry, and cruel Perſecutions of Popery. | | . 

The Society cannot part with this Subject, without offering one Hint to the Gen- 
tlemen of this Kingdom, which they do with the greateſt Deference and Tender neſs. 

It is evident, that the greateſt Part of the Contributions to this good Work have 
been remitted from England, to the Amount of 28693]. 2s. 3d. to Nov. 5, 1755, 
given by Perſons, many of whom have no Intereſt in Ireland, nor Relation to it, 
but. ſend over: their Bounty upon the pure Principle of Charity, and for God's ſake, 
for which they can hope for no Reward but in the World to come. But the Caſe 
is very different with regard to the Gentlemen of Ireland; for as their Benefactions 
will be laid out in their own Country, and frequently upon their own Eſtates, the 
Money will circulate among their own "Tenants, and in the End reimburſe. the Do- 
nors : Every Popiſh Child turned out a Proteſtant from theſe Schools, will bring an 
_ Acceſſion of Strength to the Proteſtant Intereſt, and of Wealth to the Kingdom, by 

the Labour of his Hands. So that if the Charter-Schools could be ſufficiently ex- 
tended and diffuſed, they would be the Means of increaſing Induſtry and Trade, and 
uſeful Manufactures; which muſt of courſe improve every Gentleman's Eſtate.

to be an aſtoniſhing Draw-back from the Wealth and Strength of the Nation ; for 
i: cats like a Worm unſeen at the Root of our Proſperity, which grows chiefly from 
Labour, and muſt languiſh with the Decreaſe of it. „ FEET? 
It is manifeſt therefore, that the Increaſe of Proteſtant Hands, in conſequence of 
| theſe Schools, will remove this great Evil, which, humanly ſpeaking, cannot be
